out the following statem ent:

Hudson River railway, will cli w as to 
be held yesterday. 
H e was feeling as 
well as usual and hail no premonition 
of njjproaeliing death. He reached this

woke up in the morning about 5 o’clock 
and complained of feeling very 111. 
Ho

ONE GLASS OF WINE. 


A B . l l . f T l m t It CliniiKe.l (lie Ill.tory 
of TIiIm Country. 
It is said that a single glass of wine 
probably wrecked the Democratic party 
in I860. 
The story is worth telling. 
After the breaking up of the national 
Democratic convention at Charleston 
the party in Georgia held a state con­ 
vention. 
G reat excitement prevailed. 
The leaders of 
the party could not 
agree. It was a critical period. 
The m ajority report indorsed the se* 
oeders or boltors at Charleston, w hile 
the m inority report opposed their ac­ 
tion. 
The leading champion of the m i­ 
nority was Hersohel V. Johnson, and 
bis followers were confident that his 
eloquence and logic would carry the 
day. 
It is quite likely that such wonld 
have been the case but for an unfortu­ 
nate mishap. Ex-Governor Johnson be­ 
gan his speech before the noon adjourn­ 
ment on the second day aud concluded 
aftor dinner. 
Old men who remember that speech 
say that it was a powerful argument, 
and the impression gained ground that 
after the noon recess tho speaker would 
demolish his opponents w ith a !* w 
sledge hammer blows. 
But the overconfident friends of the 
minority report were doomed to disap­ 
pointment. 
Johnson felt the strain of 
the morning session so much that he 
was unable to eat anything, and he took 
a glass of wine upon an empty stomach 
to strengthen himself. This was a fatal 
mistake. 
That one glass of wine per­ 
haps changed tho destiny of the nation! 
The great orator resumed his speech, 
but the wine had nauseated him. 
He 
was hazy, verbose aud unintelligible at 
times. 
His style and argum ent lacked 
vigor, consistency and positiveuess. His 
friends looked at one another in despair 
The men on tho other side were exult 
ant. 
It was evident that the speaker 
bad damaged his own cause. 
Then Howell Cobb and 
Henry R. 
Jackson followed each other for the m a ­ 
jority report. 
They spoke with an air 
of expectant trium ph and captured the 
convention. 
The m ajority report was adopted. 
It 
is unnecessary to follow the history of 
the next few weeks. 
Tho national Do 
mocrary was completely disrupted and 
put two tickets in the field. 
Lincoln 
was elected and the country was plu n g ­ 
ed into a civil war. 
Had Johnson suc­ 
ceeded in inducing the Georgia conven­ 
tion to adopt his conservative ideas, it 
is safe to say that other southern states 
would have fallen into line with our 
commonwealth, and the national Demo­ 
cratic 
party 
would 
have 
remained 
united. 
This is the story of w hat a little glass 
of wine did. 
It ruined a great party, 
caused a disastrous war, aud besides the 
loss of life cost the south over |4 ,0 0 0 ,- 
000,000. 
Perhaps this is rather specu­ 
lative, but there are many who believed 
it a generation ago.— Atlanta (Joustitn 
tion.

probably wrecked the Democratic party 
in I860.

After the breaking up of the national 
Democratic convention at Charleston 
the party in Georgia held a stale con­ 
vention. Great excitement prevailed. 
The leaden of the party oonld not 
agree. It was a critical period. 
The majority report indorsed the se­ 
ceders or bolters at Charleston, while 
the minority report opposed their ao 
Hon. The leading champion of the mi 
nority was Her.ohel V. Johnson, and 
his followers were confident that his 
eloquence and logio woald carry tha 
day. 
It is quite likely that such woald 
have been the oase but for an unfortu­ 
nate mishap. Ex-Governor Johnson be­ 
gan his speech before the noon adjourn 
meat on the second day and concluded 
after dinner. 
Old men who remember that speech 
say that it was a powerful argument, 
and the Impression gained ground that 
after the noon reoese the speaker would 
demolish his opponents with a low 
sledge hammer blows. 
But the overconfident friends of the 
minority report were doomed to disap­ 
pointment. Johnson felt the strain of 
the morning session so much that he 
was unable to eat anything, and he took 
a glass of wine upon an empty stomaoh 
to strengthen himself. This was a fata 
mistake. That one glass of wine per 
haps changed the destiny of the nation I 
The great orator resumed bis speeob, 
bn! the wine bad nauseated bim. Ho 


I was hazy, verbose and unintelligible al 
limes. His style and argument lacked 
vigor, consistency and positiveness. His 
friends looked at one another in despair. 
The men ou the other side were exult­ 
ant It was evident that the speaker 
bad damaged his own oause. 
Then Howell Cobb and Henry El. 
Jackson followed each other for the ma­ 
jority report. They spoke with an air 
of expectant triumph and captured the 
convention. 
The majority report was adopted, ll 
is unnecessary to follow the history of 
the next few weeks. The national De­ 
mocracy was completely disrupted and 
put two tickets in the field. Lincoln 
was elected and the country was plung­ 
ed Into a civil war. Had Johnson suc­ 
ceeded in inducing the Georgia conven­ 
tion to adopt his conservative ideas, it 
is safe to say that other southern states 
would have fallen into line with our 
commonwealth, and the national Demo­ 
cratic party would have remained 
nutted. 
This is the story of what a little glass 
of wine did. It rained a great party, 
censed a disastrous war, and besides the 
loss of life oost the south over $4,000,- 
000,000. Perhaps this is rather specu­ 
lative, but there are many who believed 
it a generation ago.—Atlanta Constitu­ 
tion.

v antages of this kind of a pail m ust 
be obvious to an y d a iry m a n . 
It will 
certainly p rev en t from getting into the

milk much of the m a tte r th a t now 
gets in. 
The c o n s t a n t failing of dust 
fro m the cow into the milk is in a 
m easure checked. 
If the cow lifts her 
foot she is not likely to get it into the 
fluid th a t is to be used as food for the 
family. 
Of course, this m u s t be kept 
clean, or the str a in e r on top will be­ 
com e an elem ent of danger ra th e r than 
safety. 
• 
• 
• 
T he time is at hand a n d in some 
counties is now here when the pas­ 
tu res will fail and the cows will either 
have to fall ofl in milk, receive green 
crops t h a t have been planted for them 
before this time, or will be turned into 
the meadows. This latter is not a wise 
th in g to do in most cases, but is done 
to a great extent. 
The 
a m o u n t of 
d am age depends a good deal on both 
th e condition of the sod and of the 
m oisture in the soil. 
If there is a good 
sod, if the land has been well treated, 
th e grass will be so thickly m atted 
t h a t there will be little damage, unless 
the ground is so soft th a t the t r a m p ­ 
ing of the cattle will break the sod. 
If the sod is th in and the herbage 
light the cropping will do much d a m ­ 
age to the crop next year; but in such 
cases it would be better to tu rn the 
meadow under late in the fall and put 
it into a cultivated crop for a few 
years. 
W h e r e ‘ fields are to be turned 
under eithe r this fall or in the early 
spring, the cro p p in g now will be so 
m u ch gain. 
W h e re it is expected to 
keep a meadow p e rm an en tly it is cer­ 
tainly n o t a good policy to tu rn the 
cattle in to it a fte r a heavy rain, when 
th e ground is soft. 


M illet 
» Feevf In the Dairy. 
Millet, says a bulletin of the agricul­ 
tural d e p a r tm e n t ju s t published, is fed 
principally as a ha y and soiling crop. 
T h e forage ra n k s well with t h a t 
of 
o th e r grasses In the nutritive content, 
a n d its palatability is a b o u t th a t of 
the average for the coarser sorts. F or 
digestibility, m illet forage 
com pares 
favorably with t h a t from other coarse 
grasses. 
Already widely grown as a 
hay crop, millets deserve more general 
use for soiling. 
T hey are particularly 
valuable for feeding to dairy cattle, 
y oung stock, and sheep. 
There 
are 
m a n y sections of th e country where 
this crop can be m ad e to supplement 
th e pastures in such a way as to allow 
a material increase in the n u m b e r of 
stock t h a t can be kept on the farm. 
On account of the heavy yield of for­ 
a ge and the good quality of the p ro d ­ 
uct, millets a re excellent grasses for 
use in the silo. 
F re q u e n tly a good 
crop of millet can be raised under co n ­ 
ditions which would not 
ad m it 
of 
growing corn for ensiling, and in such 
instances it becomes of especial value. 
One of the best m ethods of preserving 
this crop is by th e use of the silo. 
Those who have tried 
this method 
have obtained 
excellent 
results. 
A 
fine quality of ensilage m ay be made 
by using b arn yard millet an d a leg u m ­ 
inous crop like soy beans or clover. 
T h e seed of th e foxtail millets is wide­ 
ly used as food for fowls and birds 
but is seldom fed to stock. 
It has. 
however, been used in feeding young 
stock, such as calves, w ith a fair d e ­ 
gree of success. 
T h e seed is an e x ­ 
cellent food for laying hens. 


L a y e r * In live F a ll. 
Pome hens begin laying late in th e 
fall, lay th ro u g h the winter, a n d d u r ­ 
ing the s u m m e r losing no tim e until 
A ugust or September, when th e y be­ 
gin to moult, says Mirror and F a r m ­ 
er. 
But m o u ltin g is considered a fault 
with 
such hens, as 
they receive no 
credit for th e ir good works. 
If they 
set an exam ple of usefulness they lead 
their ow ners to expect them to so co n ­ 
tinue, and as soon as they fail to keep 
on, their heads fall under the h a tch et 
for simply re stin g from their labors, 
while the fat drone hens, t h a t have 
been expected to begin, a re retained a 
second year, in t h e hope t h a t they 
will do better. 
V irtue does not receive 
its reward, even a m o n g hens. 
In d i­ 
vidual m erit is swallowed up in the 
vices of the whole number. 
E a rly pul­ 
lets are the m o st uncertain of all. 
A 
pullet t h a t does n o t begin to lay be­ 
fore she is te n m o n th s old should be 
sen t to the m a r k e t stall. 
It does not 
pay to keep pullets to replace hens 
unless the pullets begin to lay in N o ­ 
vember, and th en lay during the w in ­ 
ter. 
W h e n th e pullet is slow in be­ 


g in n in g to lay, th e cost of h e r m a i n ­ 
t e n a n c e detra c ts from the profits g r e a t ­ 
ly. 
W h en early pullets (th o se hatched 
not later t h a n April) do n o t begin in 
November it is seldom they will lay 
until the open in g of spring. 
It is m uch 
cheaper to keep the old h e n s d uring 
the 
three m o n th s 
req u ired for 
the 
m oulting process th a n to sell th e m off 
and replace th e m with early pullets. 
The old hens will cost less an d pay 
better. 
No early pullet will pay for 
herself until she is at least 15 m o n th s 
old, as she m u st re tu rn the cost from 
the time she w as hatched until the 
tim e she begins laying, a tribute whicb 
the hen has already paid. 


V a r o lim tln n f o r l ll a e k l c g . 
T h e Virginia E x p e r i m e n t Station has 
issued a bulletin for the purpose of 
in stru c tin g stock ow ners how to ob­ 
tain and use blackleg vaccine for the 
purpose 
of p re v e n tin g 
th e 
disease 
a m o n g th eir cattle. T he vaccine is pre­ 
pared by d rying 
pieces 
of 
muscle 
taken from the swelling of an affected 
animal. 
After being finely ground it 
is heated a t a te m p e r a tu r e of 112 to 93 
degrees certigrade for a period of six 
hours, 
it is then pulverized to a fine 
powder and if kept perfectly dry will 
keep for a year or more. 
This dried 
muscle contains the 
spores 
of 
the 
germ of blackleg, which spores are so 
weakened 
by the heat process t h a t 
th e ir injection in to the an im a l does not 
cause a viru len t form of the disease, 
but at the same time protects the a n i­ 
mal from any future a tta c k of it. 
The 
im m u n ity so produced is' said to lie 
lasting in a n im a ls over six m o n th s of 
age. 
in the Year Book of the United 
States d e p a r tm e n t of ag ric u ltu re for 
1898 the sta te m e n t is m ade th a t from 
results gotten from the use of vaccine, 
the loss has been reduced from 10 to 


20 per cent to less th a n 
1 per cent. 
Up to the present tim e the Virginia 
station has been supplied with a lim­ 
ited a m ount of vaccine by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, in all, a bout four 
thousand doses, of which a b o u t 3,800 
doses h av e been 
distributed 
to the 
farm ers of t h a t state. 
A lthough no 
call has yet been m ade for reports of 
results th e station has* heard of blit 
two deaths occurring after Vaccination, 
a m o u n tin g to a very small fraction of 
1 per cent, while several have reported 
th e ir loss as high as 25 per cent before 
vaccination. 
V accination lias now be 
com e so general in V irgin ia th a t the 
station has decided to m a n u fa c tu re its 
own vaccine for free distribution in the 
state. 
T he only expense to the stock 
o w n er in vaccinating his herd is the 
vaccinating outfit, which consists of a 
graduated hypoderm ic syringe, m o rta r 
and pestle, glass funnel, cotton 
for 
filtering and a small m easurin g glass.

ing them out for turning, when they 
are sure to get a slight airin g twice 
each day. 
If the change from 103 d e ­ 
grees to 0 0 degrees o r less for th e few 
m inutes required for tu rn in g is too 
great, w h a t a b o u t the setting hen th a t 
m u st come off occasionally for 
food 
and water, even though the t e m p e r a ­ 
ture is 20 degrees or less? 
She will 
stay off in zero weather m uch longer 
t h a n the time required to tu rn the 
eggs from an incubator. 
In m y o p in ­ 
ion the change, if n o t long enough to 
chill 
the 
eggs, 
will 
give 
s tro n g e r 
chicks th a n the continually closed m a ­ 
chine or the hen th a t sits more close­ 
ly. 
It is m uch easier to get th e de­ 
sired air space in the eggs when th e 
incubator room is a t 50 degrees th an 
when at 80 degrees, and I find it much 
easier to get o u t good h atches of s tr o n g 
chicks in the early spring than in hot 
weather. 


T h e F a r m Horse. 
Strength is not 
the sole requisite in a farm horse. 
T h e 
tru e f a r m e r ’s horse is one equally se r­ 
viceable in d ra g g ing th e plow and t r o t ­ 
ting to m a r k e t with a light wragon, 
says 
the 
Rural 
World. 
T h e 
farm 
horse should th u s be a cross between 
the d raft and road horse. 
Courage, 
d ete rm in a tio n and quickness in t a k in g 
hold of loads a r e w r y i m p o r ta n t q u a l­ 
ities in this kind of a horse. 
An a n i ­ 
mal weighing 1,100 pounds with those 
good qualities will often be m o re s e r ­ 
viceable th a n the team th a t w eig h s 
h u n d re d s of p o unds more. 
A quick, 
steady walker, is very essential. 
Did 
you ever stop to co m p u te how m a n y 
d a y s ’ w o rk you could save in plow ing 
a field with a quick w a lk in g horse? 
T h e anim al t h a t gets over the g ro u n d 
rapidly saves time an d m oney to the 
owner. 
A slow w alk er is poorer for 
f a rm w ork th an a slow' tro tter, and the 
tim e lost thereby is m uch greater. 


Dried Blood.— The principal food In­ 
gredient in blood is nitrogen, w hich is 
also the m ost essential su b stan ce in 
album en or the white of egg. 
Dried 
blood co n tain s a bout 14 per cent of 
nitrogen, while green bone m ay con­ 
tain but 1 or 2 per cent, as the bone 
is mostly ph o sp h ate 
of 
lime. 
Bone 
varies. 
If it h a s a d h e rin g m eat it will 
contain m ore nitro g en th a n if clean. 
Blood can n o t entirely ta k e th e place 
of bone, as th e bone con tain s phos­ 
phates. 
T he dried blood will an sw er 
as a substitute for fresh blood, but no 
kind of dry food, w h e t h e r a n im al or 
vegetable, is equal to t h a t w hich is ! 
fresh.— Ex.

his attack on religion and the Illble 
was blasphemous. 
However, the m an 's 
powers as an o r a to r and as an actor 
made a deep impression on his hearers 
and seemed t o affect one man in par 
titular, Rev. A lexander Clark, pastor 
of the Methodist church, which every 
one In P ittsburg knew as the old home. 
At the conclusion of the lecture Col. 
Ingersoll was hacking from the stage 
in his peculiarly graceful m an ner,w h en 
Rev. Mr. Clark bounded to the forum, 
and asked to be 
introduced to th< 
speaker. 
This form ality h aving been 
gone through, the minister and the ag 
nestle clasped hands, the m inister with 
eagerness, the agnostic with a 
grace 
peculiarly his own. 
I well rem ember 
the pleasant, hearty, honest m a n n e r in 
which the great Ingersoll grasped tin 
hand of that good minister,w hose fame 
us a Christian of the real kind was 
known 
t h r o u g h o u t 
Pittsburg. 
Mr. 
Clark, when he held Col. Ingersoll’rf 
hand in his, held it tightly, while lie 
lifted his eyes 
toward 
heaven 
and 
prayed in a fervent m a n n e r that God 
would direct the wonderful talents of 
tills man In 
a n o th e r 
and a better 
sphere. 
His prayer was not a long 
one, but it was from tin* heart and had 
its effect upon Ingersoll. 
The great 
agnostic, looking the good C hristian 
in the eyes, thanked him most heartily 
for bis kindness and solemnly added 
that Mr. Clark was the first Christian 
m inister th at had ever wished 
him 
godspeed. 
He then left the platform 
and the audience slowly filed out of the 
building. 
The sequel, though, shows 
Ingersoll as he was. It brought out th< 
great manhood in tin* agnostic, 
Itev. 
Alexander Clark went west. 1 am not 
sure to w h a t state he emigrated, but 
I believe it was Missouri, and there he 
became 111. 
He was at a hotel, and 
the governor of the state, who had 
known him m any years, had him r< 
moved to his home. 
Mr. Clark grew 
worse, and wuh th reatened with death 
The 
news came 
east, and 
Ingersol 
heard It in W a shington, where he was 
lecturing, and Im mediately went west 
as quickly as possible and was at the 
bedside of the Christian m inister and

Jo h n Wesley, the founder of M e th o ­ 
dic in, was born at Epworth, England, 
J u n e 17.

F or fifty years he uroue at 4 o’clock In 
the morning, su m m e r and winter, and 
toed to preach at 5. 
II** called 
thi< 
"the healthiest exercise In the world.” 
Living before the days of rapid transit, 
he traveled from 4,000 to 5,000 miles a 
year, usually alone in hlH carriage. H e 
always spent three and often ten or 
twelve hours alone each day, in this 
way finding* time to read much and 
write extensively. 
H e was a very c a r e ­ 
ful liver, disliking slippers and some 
time not tastin g anim al food for years. 
It is said that tie one** lived four years 
on noth in g but potatoes. 
From child 
hood to death Jo h n Wesley enjoyed the 
best of health and boasted 
t h a t he 
never lost a nig h t's sleep. 
||e attrib 
uted his good health to IBs regular 
habits, ills tem perance and his a b s te m ­ 
iousness. 
He was a little man wltil 
long hair, which in bis old age turned 
Kilv< ry white. 
Tills beautiful silver 
hair contrasted against his fresh c o m ­ 
plexion, m ade him a striking-looking 
old man. 
Always generous, he lived 
frugally and gave a w ay all that re­ 
mained of his fortune after paying his 
bills. 
In this way lie distributed per­ 
haps $150,000 In charity during his long 
life. 
His m oney wa 
made chiefly from 
the sale of his writings. 
He was his 
own p rinte r an d bookseller. 
He died 
March 2, 1791, of o il age.

It is much 
cheaper to keep the old hens during 
the three m onths required for the 
moulting process than to sell them off 
and replace them w ith early pullets. 
The old hens will cost less and pay 
better. 
No early pullet will pay for 
herself until she is a t least 15 m onths 
old, as she m ust return the cost from 
the tim e che was hatched until the 
tim e she begins laying, a tribute which 
the hen has already paid. 


•H R A B T MILK FAU* 
milk much of the m atter th at now 
gets in. The constant falling of dust 
from the cow into the milk is in a 
measure checked. If the cow lifts her 
foot she is not likely to get it into the 
fluid th at is to be used as food for the 
family. 
Of course, this m ust be kept 
clean, or the strainer on top will be­ 
come an elem ent of danger rather than 
safety.

The tim e is at hand and in some 
counties is now here when the pas­ 
tures will fall and the cows will either 
have to fall off in milk, receive green 
crops th at have been planted for them 
before this time, or will be turned into 
the meadows. This latter is not a wise 
thing to do in most cases, but is done 
to a great extent. The 
am ount of 
damage depends a good deal on both 
the condition of the sod and of the 
m oisture in the soil. 
If there Is a good 
sod, if the land has been well treated, 
the grass will be so thickly m atted 
that there will be little damage, unless 
the ground is so soft th at the tram p­ 
ing of the cattle will break the sod. 
If the sod is thin and the herbage 
light the cropping will do much dam­ 
age to the crop next year; but in such 
cases it would be better to turn the 
meadow under late in tho fall and put 
it Into a cultivated crop for a few 
years. 
W heatfields are to be turned 
under either this fall or in the early 
spring, the cropping now will be so 
much gain. 
W here it is expected to 
keep a meadow perm anently it is cer­ 
tainly not a good policy to turn the 
cattle into it after a heavy rain, when 
the ground is so ft 


Vaccination for B lackleg. 
The Virginia Experim ent Station has 
Issued a bulletin for the purpose of 
instructing stock owner* how to ob­ 
tain and use blackleg vaccine for the 
purpose 
of preventing 
the 
disease 
among their cattle. The vaccine is pre­ 
pared by drying 
pieces 
of 
muscle 
taken from the swelling of an affected 
animal. 
After being finely ground it 
is heated at a tem perature of 92 to 93 
degrees certlgrade for a period of six 
hours, 
it is then pulverized to a flno 
powder and lf kept perfectly dry will 
keep for a year or more. 
This dried 
muscle contains the 
spores 
of 
the 
germ of blackleg, which spores are so 
weakened by the heat process that 
their injection into the anim al does not 
cause a virulent form of the disease, 
but at the same time protects the ani­ 
mal from any future attack of It. The 
im m unity so produced is* said to be 
lasting in anim als over six m onths of 
age. 
In the Year Book of the United 
States departm ent of agriculture for 
1898 the statem ent is made th at from 
results gotten from the use of vaccine, 
the loss has been reduced from IO to 
20 per cent to less than I per cent. 
Up to the present time tho Virginia 
station has been supplied with a lim­ 
ited am ount of vaccine by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, in all, about four 
thousand doses, of which about 3,800 
doses have been 
distributed 
to the 
farm ers of th at state. 
Although no 
call has yet been made for reports of 
results the station has* heard of but 
two deaths occurring after Vaccination, 
am ounting to a very small fraction of 
I per cent, while several have reported 
their loss as high as 25 her cent before 
vaccination. 
Vaccination has now be­ 
come so general In Virginia th at the 
station has decided to m anufacture Its 
own vaccine for free distribution in the 
state. 
The only expense to the stock 
owner in vaccinating his herd is the 
vaccinating outfit, which consists of a 
graduated hypodermic syringe, m ortar 
and pestle, glass funnel, cotton 
for 
filtering and a small measuring glass.

M ille t rn* rn F e e d In tile D airy . 
Millet, says a bulletin of the agricul­ 
tural departm ent just published, is fed 
principally as a hay and soiling crop. 
The forage ranks well with th at 
of 
other grasses In the nutritive content, 
and its palatability is about that of 
the average for the coarser sorts. For 
digestibility, m illet forage 
compares 
favorably with th at from other coarse 
grasses. 
Already widely grown as a 
hay crop, millets deserve more general 
use for soiling. 
They are particularly 
valuable for feeding to dairy cattle, 
young stock, and sheep. 
There 
are 
many sections of the country where 
this crop can be made to supplement 
the pastures in such a way as to allow 
a m aterial increase in the number of 
stock th at can be kept on the farm. 
On account of the heavy yield of for­ 
age and the good quality of the prod­ 
uct, m illets are excellent grasses for 
use in the silo. 
Frequently a good 
crop of m illet can be raised under con­ 
ditions which would not 
admit 
of 
growing corn for ensiling, and in such 
instances it becomes of especial value 
One of the best m ethods of preserving 
this crop is by the use of the silo. 
Those who have tried this method 
have obtained 
excellent 
results. 
A 
fine quality of ensilage may be made 
by using barnyard m illet and a legum­ 
inous crop like soy beans or clover 
The seed of the foxtail m illets is wide­ 
ly used as food for fowls and birds 
but is seldom fed to stock. 
It has, 
however, been usc>d In feeding young 
stock, such as calves, w ith a fair de­ 
gree of success. 
The seed is an ex­ 
cellent food for laying hens. 


L a y e r * in th e Full. 
Some hens begin laying late in the 
fall, lay through the winter, and dur 
tng the summer losing no time until 
August or September, when they be­ 
gin to moult, says Mirror and Farm ­ 
er. But m oulting is considered a fault 
with such hens, as they receive no 
credit for their good works. 
If they 
set an example of usefulness they lead 
their owners to expect them to so con­ 
tinue, and as soon as they fail to keep 
on, their heads fall under the hatchet 
for simply resting from their labors 
while the fat drone hens, th at have 
been expected to begin, are retained a 
second year, in the hope th at they 
will do better. Virtue does not receive 
Its reward, even among hens. 
Indl 
vldual m erit is swallowed up in the 
vices of the whole number. Early pul 
lets are the m ost uncertain of all.

pullet th at does not begin to lay be 
(ore she is ten m onths old should be 
sent to the m arket stall. 
It does not 
pay to keep pullets to replace hens 
unless the pullets begin to lay in No 
vember, and then lay during the win 
ter. 
W hen the pullet is slow in be

J. E. Stevenson, writing in Rural 
New Yorker, says: One who advised 
th at airing was unnecessary probably 
makes a m achine with a great am ount 
of ventilation. 
There are very few 
machines now 
with autom atic 
egg- 
turning devices for turning eggs w ith­ 
out removing from the egg chamber, 
and nearly all authorities prefer tak­ 
ing them out for turning, when they 
are sure to get a slight airing twice 
each day. 
If the change from 103 de­ 
grees to 60 degrees or less for the few 
m inutes required for turning is too 
great, w hat about the setting hen that 
m ust come off occasionally for food 
and water, even though the tem pera­ 
ture is 20 degrees or less? 
She will 
stay off in zero weather much longer 
than the time required to turn tho 
eggs from an incubator. 
In my opin­ 
ion the change, if not long enough to 
chill the eggs, 
will give 
stronger 
chicks than the continually closed m a­ 
chine or the hen th at sits more close­ 
ly. 
It is much easier to get the de­ 
sired air space In the eggs when the 
incubator room is at 50 degrees than 
when at 80 degrees, and I find it much 
easier to get out good hatches of strong 
chicks in the early spring than in hot 
weather.

worse, and was threatened with death. 
The news came east, and Ingersoll 
heard It In W ashington, where he was 
lecturing, and immediately went west. 
as quickly as possible and was at the 
bedside of the Christian m inister and 
until the death of Mr. Clark was al 
most constantly In attendance upon 
bim. 
When Mr. Clark died Ingersoll 
took 
charge 
of the 
rem ains 
and 
brought them east to New Castle,where 
they were burled. At the funeral, after 
the officiating clergyman had conclud­ 
e d his sermon, the agnostic delivered 
an address touching upon the grand 
life and character of the dead man 
which moved his hearers to tears. 
It 
was one of his best efforts, and was 
from the heart.”

J o h n W esley a n d HI* 
H ab it* . 
John Wesley, the founder of Metho­ 
dism, was born at Epworth. England, 
June 17. 1703. 
This celebrated preach­ 
er and religious leader whh one of the 
hardest workers knqjyn to biography. 
For fifty years he arcae at 4 o’clock In 
the morning, summer and winter, und 
used to preach at 5. 
He called 
this 
"the healthiest exercise in the world.” 
Living before the days of rapid transit, 
he traveled from 4,000 to 5,000 miles a 
year, usually alone In his carriage. He 
ulways spent three and often ten or 
twelve hours alone each day, In this 
way finding* time to read much and 
write extensively. He was a very care­ 
ful liver, disliking suppers and nome- 
time* not tasting animal food for years. 
It is said that he once lived four years 
on nothing but potatoes. 
From child­ 
hood to death John Wesley enjoyed the 
best of health and boasted that he 
never lost a night's sleep. 
He attrib ­ 
uted hl« good health to his regular 
habits, his temperance and his abstem ­ 
iousness. 
He was a little man with 
long hair, which In his old age turned 
silvery white. 
This beautiful silver 
hair contrasted against his fresh com­ 
plexion, made him a striking-looklng 
old man. 
Always generous, he lived 
frugally and gave awuy all that re­ 
mained of his fortune after paying his 
bills. 
In this way he distributed per­ 
haps $150,000 In charity during his long 
life. Ills money was made chiefly from 
the sale of his writings. 
He was his 
own printer and bookseller. He died 
March 2, 1791, of old age.
